TO THE SHAREHOLDERS: 

Gentlemen: 

Official audited attendance at the 1964 Calgary Exhibition and Stampede totalled 
573,560, as compared to 572,246 in 1963. Although this comparison seems to 
reveal a moderate increase, the growth of the "Greatest Outdoor Show on Earth" is 
appreciated when compared to the 1954 Stampede which drew a then record 482,281 
patrons. Few six-day exhibitions in North America can boast a percentage gain to 
match our past decade of success. 

The Rt. Hon. Lester B. Pearson, Prime Minister of Canada, graciously accepted 
our invitation to officially open the Exhibition and Stampede the afternoon of Monday, 
July 6th. The official opening was advanced to the afternoon to allow Mr. Pearson to 
attend the Commonwealth Prime Ministers Conference in London, England. Presenta¬ 
tion of Stampede trophies was made Saturday evening by Herman Linder; the man 
who holds the record as the top trophy winner in the history of our Stampede events. 

Before going into a detailed summary of this year's presentation of the Calgary 
Exhibition and Stampede, we feel that we should direct to the shareholders of this 
company, an important change in the framework of the Exhibition and Stampede. 

For many years our grandstand stage presentation was limited to the package deal 
usually purchased on a circuit basis. Starting with the 1964 show, the board of 
directors and management had decided to "go it alone" on the assembling and staging 
of a grandstand show that would be exclusive to Calgary. 

As chairman of the attractions committee, youi manager contacted Mr. Randolph 
Avery, Executive Vice-President of Barnes-Carruthers Theatrical Enterprises, Inc., 
Chicago, and in due course Mr. Avery was engaged to present the whole grandstand 
platform program. 

Using the overall theme of "Our Golden West" and the sub-theme: "Say it 
With Music", we presented an entirely new kind of stage show, which apparently found 
favour with press and public alike. We purchased new lighting equipment and new 
scenery. With the assistance of such stars as Seth Riggs of New York, Juliette, Wilf 
Carter, Chaine Dancers and a strong array of variety acts, we were able to present a 
fast moving performance. Some local talent was also included in the overall cast. This 
was a great step forward and was possibly the top attraction at this year's Exhibition and 
Stampede. 

Large attendance at the Free Show Stage, located in front of the Stampede Corral, 
indicates that our patrons enjoyed this program of events. This year's show featured 
top flight professional entertainment combined with acts from our grandstand show, 
singing groups and marching bands. The famous Hamilton Police Male Chorus provided 
excellent entertainment early in the week and received rousing ovations at each per¬ 
formance. Henri La Mothe opened the twice daily shows, with his death defying dive 
into eighteen inches of water from a height of forty feet. 

Record crowds were again in attendance at the ever popular downtown street 
attractions, held Tuesday through Friday. This unique feature of our show continues 
to draw the raves and praise of our many visitors. 

In attempting to provide entertainment for each and every taste, your Attractions 
Committee selected a variety program for the Sampe.de Corral. This format was gen¬ 
erally accepted by the public and interest in the Corral Shows regained some of the 
enthusiasm shown in previous years. The week began with the internationally known 
Harvard Glee Club and Radcliffe Choral Society presenting a program selected for the 
followers of classical music. Tuesday and Friday were reserved for wrestling while 
Wednesday saw Bobby Curtola, winner of a teenage popularity contest, sing the current 
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Hit parade favourites. Oscar Brand, star of the television program "Let's Sing Out", 
headlined the Thursday evening Hootenanny. To complete the week, your Attractions 
Committee selected a top television show, "Country Hoedown", which caught the in¬ 
terest of the entire family. 

This year's theme, was maintained throughout our publicity and promotion, and was 
climaxed Thursday evening by the now annual grandstand parade. The "Our Golden 
West" pageant depicted the history of Western Canada from the days of the buffalo, 
through its exciting days of the Reil Rebellion, to the laying of rails and the establish¬ 
ment of law and Older. The support of the Glenbow Foundation and the efforts of the 
Special Parades Committee created for our patrons an atmosphere of reality combined 
with what many call one of the highlight attractions of 1964. 

For our "Honoured Guest" we turned to the media of television and invited John 
Russell, who portrays the role of "Marshal Dan Troop" in the weekly series: "Law¬ 
man". He extended to us the finest co-operation and received enthusiastic welcomes 
as he moved tirelessly and courteously through a heavy schedule of appearances in all 
sections of our show. 

The Stampede Parade, blessed with perfect weather, was viewed by an estimated 
crowd of 160,000. Gordie Howe, described by many as the greatest player in the 
history of hockey, was Parade Grand Marshal. Gordie attracted the cheers of both 
young and old, and his appearance at the Friday Morning Children's Day show was a 
highlight of that event. The Calgary Exhibition and Stampede float headed the parade, 
which included bands from all Western Provinces and several of the United States. 

Heavy rains the Sunday prior to the Exhibition created several centre field prob¬ 
lems for the Stampede Committee. The opening day saw several wagon mishaps with¬ 
out injury to men or horses, but continual work and dry hot weather combined to 
rectify the slipperiness of the centre field; and by Wednesday, the chuckwagons were 
again performing in near record times. Automatic photo timing of wagon races, in¬ 
augurated in 1963, was successfully operated for a second year. Our purse agree¬ 
ment with the Cowboy's Protective Association completed its second year in a three- 
year contract and the prize money offered reached a record high. 

Thoroughbred Racing enjoyed its finest season in 1964 when a record bet passed 
through the pari mutuels. The daily average also surpassed the 1960 record by ap¬ 
proximately $2,000.00 per day. Your Race Promotion Committee continued its prac¬ 
tise of holding feature days for local service clubs and residents of nearby towns and 
cities. The popularity of these events has grown tremendously and many new race 
patrons have been attracted. A welcomed addition to our racing facilities was the 
installation of box seats for the fall and spring race meets. These box seats were 
constructed near the finish line and were well received by our racing patrons. The 
Stampede Futurity continued to draw the top two-year-olds in Western Canada as evid¬ 
enced by the fact that this year's race was run in two divisions for a record purse in 
excess of $21,000.00. 

Harness Racing conducted by the Calgary Trotting and Racing Association, held 
eleven days of racing on our track under a rental contract. This sport fails to draw 
the support of the Calgary public and met only with a small measure of success. 

Royal American Shows continued to provide the Continent's finest travelling Mid¬ 
way, and gross returns, aided by the presence of perfect weather, reached record levels. 

The National Shorthorn Show headlined this year's livestock exhibit drawing en¬ 
tries from the finest breeders in Western Canada. On the suggestion of The Honourable 
Harry Hays, the Canadian Minister of Agriculture, the prize list classification for the 
Hereford Breeds was revised. This change resulted in a decrease in entries; however, 
many major livestock breeders feel that this revision will do much to improve the 
standards in cattle exhibiting and breeding. 

Once again the Big Four Building, Western Canada's finest exhibit structure, un¬ 
veiled a multitude of quality exhibits. With the majority of space fully utilized, the 
revenue from inside and outside exhibit space showed a satisfactory increase over 
previous years. Attractive midway decorations incorporating a prism of color added a 
new and inviting look to our plant. 
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Revenue from the $70,000.00 Pot O'Gold project showed a slight drop in 1964. 
An alteration to our prize structure reduced the value of the five gold bars offered as 
day prizes from $4,000.00 to $3,500.00; however, five consolation prizes of $500.00 
in gold were added as a Saturday feature. For the first time since its inauguration 
the $50,000.00 bar was won by a Calgarian. In fact, 1964 was a profitable year for 
Albertans with ten out of the eleven prizes offered remaining in our province. The 
Kinsmen Car Award had its finest year and showed a substantial increase in revenue. 

Attendance at the Friday Morning Children's Show continued to grow and a 
capacity crowd reviewed a fine show headlined by "Fred Flintstone and Pebbles". 
Star attractions from our grandstand show combined with the appearance of Gordie 
Howe and John Russell, provided the children with a day to remember. The Saturday 
Morning Round-up offered a balanced program of rangeland events and despite a 
slight drop in attendane, continues to draw the support of our public. 

Excellent co-operation was again received from the Stony, Sarcee, Blackfoot and 
Peigan tribes. The color of the Indian Parades, Dances and Teepee displays followed 
their usual pattern and were appreciated by our many visitors. 

Efficient control of traffic problems, both on and off the grounds, eliminated many 
of our traffic headaches. The traffic department of the City Police Force continued to 
provide their maximum efforts in getting people 1o and from the grounds in the 
minimum of time. Our parking facilities in Sunshine attracted many more automobiles, 
and the construction of a new Sunshine parking lot gate was a definite improvement. 
Traffic-wise, 1964 was a huge success; however, this is an area in which we must never 
be satisfied, but must continually strive for further improvement. 

Our farm youth program enjoyed another successful year. The 4-H Livestock 
Show and Sale was held on the Thursday, Friday and Saturday prior to the Exhibition 
and Stampede. This event was highly successful and extremely popular with exhibitors 
and breeders. Your Junior Activities Committee provided the opportunity for South¬ 
ern Alberta youths to attend the Farm Youth Camp in August and sponsored the finals 
of the Southern Alberta 4-H Public Speaking Contest. 

Early this year Gordon McGachie, long time Chairman of the company's Traffic 
and Parking Committee, announced his retirement from that position, and he was 
succeeded by Vice-Chairman, Jack Dinning. In recognition of untiring and selfless 
service over a period of many years, your board created a new honorary office—that of 
Life Associate Director. Mr. McGachie was the first to be named to this new post. 

Attendance on the grounds during the year reached a total of 1,655,725.

The Calgary Horse Show attendance continued the upward trend started in 1961. 
For the first time our Horse Show received national recognition when the CTV Net¬ 
work produced an hour feature which carried across Canada. The centre attraction of 
this telecast was the judging of the 1964 Stampede Queen. Sponsored by the Asso¬ 
ciated Canadian Travellers, in conjunction with your Horse Show Committee, nineteen 
queen contestants were judged on personality and poise, with an emphasis on horseman¬ 
ship. For the second straight year this event was plagued by the shortage of stabling 
facilities. 

Entries in the Horse Sale increased slightly with the average price per head 
remaining fractionally ahead of 1963. Our facilities and the assistance of our staff 
helped to produce successful years for the Calgary Bull Show and Sale, the Alberta 
Light Horse Association, the Arabian Horse Show, the Poultry Show and the Horti¬ 
cultural Show. 
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Our Publicity Department created another first for the Calgary Exhibition and 
Stampede with the presentation of a national thirty-minute telecast on the C.T.V. Net¬ 
work. This telecast carried coast to coast in Canada and was presented in major north¬ 
western cities of the United States. It combined a hard-sell commercial with our 
Jubilee film, and |udging by the response received in our mails, was a highly success¬ 
ful endeavour. 

The Stampede Corral, despite the loss of professional hockey, enjoyed a successful 
year with the introduction of several new shows. Two of these, the internationally 
known Moscow Circus and the Sportsmen Show, received excellent support from the 
Calgary Public. 

Curling in the Big Four building operated at almost full capacity in 1964. 
Revenue from this event dipped slightly; however, your board feels that the upcoming 
curling year may see a reversal of this trend. Perhaps the highlight for curling was 
the presentation of the "Scotch Cup" matches in the Stampede Corral. This trophy, 
symbolic of world supremacy in curling, was competed for by teams representing the 
United States, Sweden, Switzerland, Norway, Scotland and Canada. The Canadian 
team skipped by Lyle Dagg of B.C. was the eventual winner. 

Major capita! projects during the year included the construction of an additional 
race horse barn, a continuation of our paving program, the establishment of our own 
electrical sub-station and the installation of infra red heaters in the pari mutuel area. 
The physical appearance of the Stampede plant continues to change and with each 
change additional facilities and conveniences are provided for the events which com¬ 
bine to improve the quality of our show. 

It is our pleasure to again acknowledge the efforts of all those persons whose co¬ 
operation is necessary for the successful operations of our company. Special thanks 
must be extended to members of the press, radio and television. Our appreciation 
must also be expressed to officials of the City of Calgary and of the Dominion and 
Provincial Governments, to our directors and associate directors, to donors of prizes 
and trophies, to members of the Southern Alberta Pioneers' and Old Timers' Associa¬ 
tion, to the Red Cross and St. John Ambulance, and to our exhibitors, contestants and 
judges. Mention must also be made to all members of our staff, whose loyal assist¬ 
ance and support has contributed greatly to our success. 

In August Maurice E. Hartnett, your General Manager for the past thirteen years, 
confirmed his long planned intention to retire, effective March 1st, 1965. The Board 
of Directors then announced that he would be succeeded by Irven W. Parsons, who had 
been promoted from Executive Secretary to Assistant General Manager earlier in the 
year. 

Several staff changes were necessitated during the past year primarily by retire¬ 
ment and by the untimely death of one valued employee. Duncan T. McKillop has 
been named Manager of the Stampede Corral, succeeding J. Lloyd Turner, who, upon 
his retirement from that position was named Sports Consultant to the Company. Mr. 
McKillop's position as Chief Accountant has been taken by Wm. D. Tidbali. Thomas 
B. Hall was promoted to Manager of Plant Operations. Charles Duncan has succeeded 
the late Ken Lucas as Grounds Superintendent and Kenneth Greenway was named 
Live Stock Superintendent, replacing Ken Foster, who has left the employee of the Com¬ 
pany. Barry W. Harrison has been named Assistant Secretary of the Company and 
Wm. Marshall has been promoted to the post of Buildings and Maintenance Superin¬ 
tendent. 

With deep regret we record the passing of four of our most valued members. 
Frank Collicutt, an Honorary Life Director of our Company, passed away early in the 
new year. Mr. Collicutt was first elected to our board of directors in 1917 and 
through the years was actively engaged in the operation of our organization. We were 
also saddened by the loss of J. A. Eoll, a shareholder since 1931; Leishman McNeill 
an associate director and dedicated member of our Parade Committee passed away 
shortly before the writing of this report. The passing of Josh Henthorn, a voice con¬ 
nected with the Stampede for fifty years, ended many years of colorful commentary 
at our show. Our sincerest sympathy is extended to their families.

FINANCE CHAIRMAN'S REPORT — 1964 


TO THE SHAREHOLDERS:— 

Gentlemen: 

The accompanying statements record the state of the company's affairs and of its 
operations for the last fiscal year. 

Net earnings this year, at $576,446.17, are up almost $40,000 over 1963, but 
much below net earnings of $678,000 in 1962. 

The earnings this year were applied in improvements to our plant and buildings and 
acquisition of property, $210,460; in payment to the City of $10,000 on account of an 
earlier purchase of Victoria Park buildings; and in a reduction of the book value of the 
Big Four building by $352,985.69. The improvement in current assets shown in the 
balance sheet reflects the latter item. 

When our current year's payments are made our long-term debt will be $420,000. 

In examining these accounts it is well to bear in mind that the Exhibition does not 
charge depreciation against earnings as all commercial enterprises do and, therefore, its 
so-called net earnings are shown as being larger than they actually are if compared on 
the basis of accepted commercial accounting. However, the properties shown on the 
balance sheet are carried at $500 only plus the balance remaining unpaid on them, and 
no value is attached to the lease of the property. 

This year's earnings will make another fine addition to the improvements which the 
company operates and holds for the citizens of Calgary. These now have an insurable 
value of approximately $6,000,000, almost all of which has been produced out of 
revenue. It may be of interest to know, however, that that figure includes a grant of 
$200,000 made by the City in 1920, 44 years ago, and a grant of $15,000 made in 
1 933, 31 years ago. 

Contributions to the Stampede by citizens in the way of trophies and cash donations 
towards prizes this year totalled something less than $8,000.

AUDITOR'S REPORT 

To the Shareholders of 

Calgary Exhibition and Stampede Limited 

We have examined the balance sheet of Calgary Exhibiton and Stampede Limited 
as at September 30, 1964 and the general statement of revenue and expenditure for 
the year ended on that date, which are drawn up on a modified cash basis, and have 
obtained all the information and explanations we have required. Our examination 
included a general review of the accounting procedures and such tests of accounting 
records and other supporting evidence as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 

In our opinion and according to the best, of our information and the explanations 
given to us, and as shown by the books of the Company, the accompanying balance 
sheet and, general statement of revenue and expenditure, are properly drawn up on 
the modified cash basis of accounting followed by the Company, so as to exhibit a true 
and correct view of the state of the affairs of Calgary Exhibition and Stampede Limited 
at September 30, 1964, and the results of its operations for the year then ended, on a 
basis consistent with that of the preceding year.

The Directors of the Company are not and cannot 
under the By-Laws of the Company be paid in any 
form for their services. Dividends cannot be paid to 
shareholders and the shares cannot appreciate in 
value. Shares cannot be held by persons no longer 
residing in the Province of Alberta or in the Estates 
of deceased shareholders. 

The revenue earned by the Company on its opera¬ 
tions can be spent only on improvements and additions 
to the grounds and plant, all of which would revert to 
the City of Calgary upon the expiry of the lease.
